On 3/27/62 j at CPUSA headquarters, New York City, a 
conversation was held between GUS HALL and PAT TOOHEY, New Jersey 
State Communist Party (CP) Chairman. In this discussion, HALL 
enumerated three specific points of interest. 

(1) The National Office of the @PUSA has received over 
forty invitations from colleges throughout the United States from 
Maine to the University of Honolulu, requesting speakers representing 
the CPUSA. HALL advised that not many speakers are available due 

to the fact that some cannot travel because of parole restrictions. 
Some do not have enough status within the CP to be true representa- 
tives of the Party and make any impression upon the audience. He 
requested TOOHEY to handle some of the speaking assignments. 

TOOHEY agreed to do so. 

(2) Mfe X WEISS Bail Fund 

HALL advised that the New Jersey CP has in its 
possession a receipt for $5,000.00 of the MAX WEISS bail fund. 
This receipt is signed by SADIE WEISS, wife of MAX WEISS. He 
said that despite this receipt, the CP leaders in Chicago have 
declared that the total $15,000,00 in the bail fund belongs to 
individuals in the Chicago area and will be returned to them. 

HALL advised that one RICHARD KRILEY, who is apparently 
the leader of the Party's civil rights setup in Chicago, has 
placed an ad in the "National Guardian" to the effect that the 
WEISS bail money is available and those who have receipts should 
apply. He said that several people in New Jersey have contacted 
LOU MOROZE and DAVE ROCKLIN and have demanded reimbursement'. 

/ MOROZE, according to HALL, talked over the matter with 

\ / WILLIAM PATTERSON and PHIL BART on two separate occasions, but to 
\/ no avail. At a recent meeting of Party people, MOROZE showed the 
receipt to HALL, who said that this was the first time he had 
heard of it. He said he regards this as a valid claim and is con- 
vinced that there must be a thorough examination of all bail questions 
He said he Is not satisfied with Chicago's attitude and with the 
way the return of the bail money is to be handled. 
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HALL asked TOOHEY to be in a position at a meeting in the 
near future to discuss all questions surrounding bail used by Party 
people. He said the questions surrounding the old cases involving 
the bail, of SIB STEIN and MARTHA STONE should also be discussed. 

HALL feels that there is a strong implication that 
the way the MAX WEISS bail fund has been handled is tinged with 
fraud. 

(3) HALL then revealed to TOOHSY that he wished to 
discuss the possibility of TOOHEY 1 s visiting Puerto Rico for 
a period of three to four months. He said it was absolutely 
urgent that something be done immediately with regard to the 
Puerto Rican CP. He said, the, CPUSA needs a qualified knowledgeable 
person to go for three or four months to Puerto Rico to tie things 
together, bring forward new people, and carry out a series of 
political tasks that become more and more urgent with the knowledge 
that preparations are underway for another attack on Cuba by the 
United States. He said that the Party needs someone to go, not 
for two weeks to look around and give a general report, but some- 
one who will stay there for a good length of time to do what is 
best to strengthen the Party situation there. 

HALL said that TOOHEY, from the entire leadership of 
the National Committee of the CPUSA, is the primary candidate 
for such an undertaking. The Puerto Rican people know and 
respect him highly and he is an authoritative representative 
of the CPUSA . He said that JESUS COLON does not have the stature 
of TOOHEY and would not command the respect TOOHEY would in Puerto 
Rico. 

At this point, TOOHEY questioned the suddenness of the 
need for a representative from the CPUSA on the Puerto Rican 
question. He said that he has been trying for almost a year to 
get some action on the Puerto Rican question. He wondered why 
the urgency at this time. 

HALL stated that the CPUSA, at present, has received 
very severe criticism from responsible people "for our dilatory 
conduct and political neglect of Puerto Rico." The criticism, 
HALL believes, originated from the Cuban and Venezuelan CP's. 
He said that moreover, the immediate criticism has come from 
"Moscow." He said the Soviet Union has recommended that immediate 
attention be paid to the Puerto Rican Party by the most qualified 
person available, whom the Soviet Union believes to be TOOHEY. 
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HALL then suggested that no further plans be made at 
this time, but that TOOHEY attend a meeting at CPUSA headquarters 
on k/2/62 to finalise his trip to Puerto Rico. 

Comment 



It appears that certain difficulties have arisen due to 
the travel restrictions imposed on individuals to and from Cuba. 
It may be that the CPUSA and Soviets wish TOOHEY to create a new 
base of operations since the present base in Havana is so 
restricted travelwise. It may be too, that the leadership of the 
Dominican CP, also in a restricted activity status, is in Puerto 
Rico and needs liaison with other CP's or a rallying point for 
further activity.

BOB LEE and WILLIAM PATTERSON arrived at the place of the 
meeting, the home of JACOB GREEN, at about 8:10 p.m. 
PATTERSON said his train was an hour late. 

BOB LEE said that he and PATTERSON had discussed the speech to 
be made by PATTERSON and it was decided that PATTERSON should 
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talk on civil rights, the visit of GUS HALL, CP General 
Secretary, to the West Coast, and some aspects of ultra- 
right activities in the JOHN P. KENNEDY Administration. 

LEE said that he told PATTERSON to talk for only an hour. 
PATTERSON said that one-half hour was enough since he came 
to learn, not to give information. 

Those present then discussed the activities of the CP in 
connection with the Committee on Racial Equality (CORE), the 
Maryland Committee for Democratic Rights (MCDR) and the activities 
of the local Trotskyites. 

At about 9:00 p.m. BOB LEE went to various persons present 
collecting money which was to be given to PATTERSON to 
bring back to New York to be used by "The Worker." 

At about 9:10 p.m. BOB LEE called the meeting to order and 
acted as Chairman. He told those present that PATTERSON 
had been active as a member of the CRC in the past and had been 
in the fight for Negro rights for many years. No mention was 
made of PATTERSON'S CP affiliations.

PATTERSON said that the Government was harrassing the Party by 
subpoenaing Party members, forcing them to appear before the 
Grand Jury and then jailing them for contempt when they refused 
to answer questions. PATTERSON said the Government was 
doing this because the McCarran Act was not legal and could not 
be enforced. 

PATTERSON said that even after serving jail sentences, the Party's 
jail could be brought back before the Grand Jury and after 
refusal to answer, jailed again. PATTERSON said that this 
situation has occurred before and that when he was active in 
the CRC, he was jailed three times for refusal to answer.

PATTERSON then continued speaking along the lines mentioned by 
BOB LEE.

Coffee and sandwiches were then served and during this period 
GREEN asked LEE how much money he had collected for "The 
Worker."

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The Chicago Office is following the matters referred 
to in the enclosed statement through CG 5824-S* 1 and any pertinent 
information developed will be immediately furnished to the Bureau 
and interested offices. 

In regard to the meeting of May 6-7, 1962, CG 5824-S* 
advised he undoubtedly will be in attendance at this particular 
function as well as the June "Defense Conference". CG 5824-S* 
further advised that while he probably will not attend the 
meeting of April 13, 1962, some information regarding this 
matter will undoubtedly come to his attention through CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT. 

For the information of the Bureau, CG 5824-S* had 
been given responsibility by HALL for making all necessary 
arrangements in connection with BALL'S current stay in Chicago. 
Accordingly, CG 5824-S* arranged housing for HALL at the 
residence of MAX WEINSTEIN, 401 East 32nd Street, Chicago, 
and HALL stayed at this location on the night of April 8, 
1962. In this regard, WEENSTECST is a close trusted personal 
friend of his who, as a favor to CG 5824-S*, has in the past, 
on several occasions, allowed his apartment to be utilized by 
HALL for the purpose of sleeping, eating and on several occasions, 
for highly confidential meetings. CG 5824-S* stated that WEJNSTEIN, 
a brother-in-law of • HARRY BRIDGES, is not now a member of the CP 
and has not been since the 1940s nor has he pro-CP tendencies. 
Initial acquaintance of WE OSTEIN and CG 5824-pS* dates back 
to the late 1930s when WEINSTESN and CG 5824-S* were closely 
associated in the Communist movement and since that' time their 
friendship has been on a personal basis. In view of the above, 
the Chicago Office has not re-opened ifcs . security investigation 
on WEINSTE2N and does not contemplate such action -since WEJNSTEIN's 
current involvement was solely at the request of and on behalf of 
CG 5824-S* * 

In regard to the meeting scheduled April 13, 1962 , 
the New York Office has been telephonically advised of the details 
presently available. 
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In connection with the noted recommendation of 
Chicago regarding dissemination outside of the Bureau of the 
information referred to herein, the Chicago Office desires to 
again point out that since this information is generally known 
to only three people, namely CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, GUS HALL, and 
the source, it must foe considered extremely sensitive # 1 Accor ding*

At approximately 2*10 p*m 99 Sunday, April 8, 1962, 
GUS HALL arrived at 0 9 Hare Field,, Chicago, via American Airlines 
from New York City* Immediately after his arrival, HALL requested 
to meet with CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT and arrangements were made for him 
to proqeed to the LIGHTFOOT residence in Chicago* LIGHTFOOT and 
HALL thereafter met for a period of one and one-half hours ♦ 

Much of the discussion at this time between HALL and 
LIGHTFOOT was of .a general and personal nature, however, the 
following was learned* 

According to HALL, there will be held, commencing on 
Friday, April 13, 1962, in New York City, either a one or two 
day meeting devoted to preparations for the forthcoming "Defense 
Conference"* This "Defense Conference", contrary to LIGHTFOO^s 
previous understanding, is scheduled to be held in June, not May, 
1962, according to HALL 0 HALL, in speaking of this June "Defense 
Conference", remarked that it was hoped that as many as 200 people 
could be gathered together and that, in fact, this meeting could 
amount to a substitute for a Party convention * 

According to HALL, the April 13, 1962, meeting will be 
a preparatory meeting for the June "Defense Conference" and they 
will, at this time, discuss in Retail, the work of three specific 
districts, two of which will be the Illinois District and the 
Michigan District, and the third possibly may be the New York 
State District • HALL subsequently stated that the reason they 
had selected such districts for a complete discussion of their 
wdrk was that in each of them there had been evidence of some 
liquidationist activity and, therefore, there must foe a discussion 
t of the work in those areas looking forward to the re-establishment 
of some old totems of organization* In view of the fact that the 
Illinois District would be one of the specific districts discussed, 
HALL requested that LIGHTFOOT come to the New York meeting of 
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April 13, 1962, prepared to discuss thoroughly the District's 
work. He also noted that he realized that CARL WINTER would 
be unable to attend this particular meeting and would, there- 
fore, attempt to have either HELEN WINTER or possibly TOMMY 
DENNIS come in from the Michigan District to handle the 
discussion related to that area* 

For the purpose of making arrangements with the 
Michigan District in regard to the April 13, 1962 , meeting, 
HALL informed LIGHTFOOT he intended to travel to Detroit, 
Michigan, on April 12, 1962, and on April 13, 1962, he would 
spend some time in the Cleveland area before proceeding to 
New York City. While in Cleveland, HALL noted that he might 
make a decision to substitute a discussion of the Ohio Districts 
work in the place of the discussion of the New York District f s 
work at the forthcoming April 13, 1962, meeting, If this 
decision should be made, he will request feat someone from the 
Ohio District also proceed to New York City for that meeting. 

HALL then advised LEGHTFGOT that those individuals 
who had constituted the National Executive Committee of the 
CP, USA, will gather as a body in New York City on May 6-7, 1962, 
at a location away from the National Office. This meeting will 
be held for the purpose of finalizing the preparatory work in 
connection with the June "Defense Conference" ♦ Full security 
precaution will be taken in connection with this meeting to 
enable certain people to attend this meeting who normally are 
not in a position to expose themselves to **arty activity. In 
regard to this statement of HALL, he specifically pointed out 
that if held under the conditions suggested, individual like 
MORRIS CHXLDS of Chicago could be expected to attend. 

LIGHTFOOT and HALL also discussed the possibility 
of making arrangements to send LIGHTFOOT 9 s young son to the 
Soviet Union for medical treatment. While HALL did not commit 
himself on this matter, he stated he would take it up with 
JOHN ABT, the Party attorney, for an opinion. He stated he would 
also look into the matter and see if it could possibly be organized 
and as to whether the Soviets might accept such a suggestion. 
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During the discussion related to his son, LIGHTFOOT pointed out 
that the boy is definitely now very retarded and at the present, 
since the departure of his mother for the Soviet Union, and 
since the death of his grandfather 9 is now in " another world" 
and does not even know what is going on around hinu 

While at the LIGHTFOGT residence , it was learned 
that HALL had placed a long distance telephone call to MICKEY 
LIMA in San Francisco for the purpose of arranging dates for 
a contemplated trip by ELIZABETH GDRLEY FLYNN in that area. 
As a result of his conversation with LIMA, it has now been 
definitely set that FLYNN will be the main speaker at the 
May Day meeting in San Francisco on May 1, 1962 « Since HALL 
has secured the commitments of San Francisco for FLYNN on 
May 1, 1962, he intends to contact her on April 9, 1962, and 
^advise her to complete her plans for her West Coast trip and 
that funds needed for travel expenses should be made available

BART said that 500 letters had been sent out 
to college newspapers and that the Communist Speakers 
Bureau was getting ten or more letters per week inviting 
CP leaders to speak at colleges all the way from Maine to 
Swarthmore, Pa., and as far away as Hawaii.

"On Monday evening Feb 26, 1962 there was a meeting 
of the North Shore Section of the N. E. Communist Party- 
held at the Home of Elsie & Charlie Piper in Beverly, 
Mass.

"Agenda for the evening was 

I D. C. Report "by Lew Gordon

"On I - Lew Gordon" said that Arnold Johnson had attended 
the D. C. meeting and had discussed the McCarron law.. 
He had reported that in N.Y. they had implemented the 
part of the law dealing with Passports and some people 
had lost their passports. No one in this (N.E. ) area had 
been asked for theirs yet. Ann Timpson still had hers. 

"Lew reported they had discussed the fund drive. The 
Party was badly In need of funds. We in N.E. had only 
$288.43 left in the Treasury. N.E. was being asked to 
raise $3, 000. 00 dollars again of which The North Shore 
was expected to raise $600.00. 

"Lew reported that Dan Rubin - editor of New Horizons 
for Youth would be in Boston between the 15th & 18th of 
March. He was comming in to contact some of the youth 
especially some of the College students. 

"Lew reported also that Ben Davis was expecting to speak 
at Harvard University on March 16th. He had asked to 
speak at Harvard and they had offered him the date of 
March 16th or any date he chose. He had decided to 
take this date offered as he didn't know when he might 
be picked up as things were very indefinite as to when 
the Gov't, would move against him.

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"Lew reported Ben Davis had written to Prof . Griswold, 
whom he had been a student with and graduated from 
Harvard with, for an opportunity to speak.

It is recommended that a case be opened and investiga- 
tion conducted toward identifying the two Unknown 
Subject Negroes mentioned by JIM BOLLEN as ready to 
rejoin the CP. 
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April 3, 1962 

The following information was obtained at CP, USA 
headquarters , New York City, on April 2, 1962: 

During the period from about one to five p.m. 
on April 2, 1962', there was in session what should be 
considered' a CP, USA National Board meeting. It was held in 
the third floor board room. Those present were: 

GUS HALL 
/JACK STACHEL 
y PHIL BART 
BEN DAVIS 

ELIZABETH GURLEY 3?LYNN 
ROBERT THOMPSON 

JAMES JACKSON was also present from about one 
to four p.m. 

In the course of this meeting, the board dealt 
with the following persons, individually: 

PAT TOOHEY 
WILLIAM WEINSTONE 
IRVING POTASH 
ARNOLD JOHNSON 

JOHNSON, while before the board, probably discussed 
the peace movement, CP front activity-, and legislative and 
political activities. 

POTASH probably discussed before the board trade 
union problems/ 

PAT TOOHEY appeared before the board and discussed 
his forthcoming trip to Puerto Rico as a representative of 
the CP, USA. In the discussion of this trip, all members 
present used the blackboard to write key words, and thfts 
maintained a high state of security during the proceedings. 
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With regard to Puerto Rico, HALL stated that 
for some time the situation surrounding the Puerto Rican 
Communist Party (PRC?) has been assuming more and more ot 
an urgency. He said there has been serious criticism of 
the CP, USA for political neglect and lack of understanding 
of its role toward the PRCP, Much of this criticism, he 
said, has come from the Cuban and other Latin American 
CP's. He said that severe criticism has come from 
"elsewhere" (meaning Moscow). The CP, USA can no longer 
ignore the criticism of these other parties and we must 
urgently accept "our" responsibility. 

According to Hall, Cuba and the Latin American 
CP's have no confidence in Juan Santos Rivera and other 
PRCP leaders. They have no confidence in their ability , Aine , 
outlook or approach. The CP,USA cannot neglect the ™erto_ 
Rican Party any longer. The CP, USA has been sending modest 
amounts of money to the PRCP but this is a bare minimum. 

He said that TOOHEY, in a previous trip to Puerto 
Rico 3 made a good investigation of the situation there, and 
furnished an excellent report. However, due to the P*© 8 *™ 
of current events and activities against the Party, the CP,Ub^ 
has ignored Puerto Rico. HALL said that the CP, USA must 
send someone there fcr at least five or six months, as an 
official representative of the CP,USA. He must have full 
authority and must try to do everything possible to draw 
together the present cadre of the PROP, possloly establish 
a new cadre, and look into all needs of this Party, and 
keep the CP, USA advised. He said that this cannot be a quick 
trip of a few days. 

The obvious candidate for such an assignment 
he said, is PAT TOOHEY, who has a historic association with 
Puerto Rico, is well known there, and has extensive knowledge 
of the Party and the territory. HALL said TOOHEY is che 
only one whom the Puerto Ricans freely accept, without 
reservation. He said while there is little dispute about 
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TOOHEY f s qualifications , his absence from New Jersey raises 
certain questions. He said in TOOHEY's absence , what problems 
would there be. in the New Jersey CP situation? The Party 
realizes the unique role TOOHEY plays in New Jersey; his 
being the only one able to stand in the middle and mediate 
the two opposing forces. At this point, HALL suggested that 
PHIL BART continue the discussion on New Jersey. 

BART stated that he agrees with HALL that TOOHEY 
is an excellent candidate for the Puerto Rican trip, but 
he added he is concerned with the New Jersey situation. 
He said due to the health of #OOHEY, he cannot do as much to 
settle the Party in New Jersey as he would like to do. He 
said that the New Jersey Party needs a full-time person able 
to withstand the assaults from the opposition, someone 
younger and in better health, and thus better able to handle 
the day-to-day fight there. He said he does not mean that 
TOOHEY could not handle it, and he is certainly aware 
of TOOHEY r s stabilizing influence in New Jersey, but he 
feels the work is too much for him. BART continued that 
the Party does not want TOOHEY to leave until arrangements 
can be made for someone to substitute for him as New Jersey 
State OP Chairman. TOOHEY, he said, will remain in the 
New Jersey setup as possibly an "elder statesman." 

BART continued that, in his mind, an excellent 
candidate for the New Jersey chairmanship, would be FRANCES 
GABOW, who is a "well-known workhorse" in the Philadelphia 
area. He said Philadelphia, too, needs a "blood transfusion; " 
needs new, young blood. He advised that GABOW desires to 
leave Philadelphia in order to be separated from her husband. 
In addition, she will bring with her her daughter, who is a 
teen-age youth leader in Party activity in Philadelphia. This 
daugher could be a great help to the New Jersey Party, 
since there is at present very little youth activity in 
New Jersey. 

ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN stated that she is aware 
of TOOHEY* s long association with Puerto Rico, and is certain 
that he will do an excellent Job on his assignment there. 
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She also spoke in favor of the transfer of GA30W. 

BEN DAVIS stated that TOOHEY has done a great 
job In New Jersey and he knows he will do an excellent job 
in Puerto Rico. 

JACK STACHEL advised that he is fully in favor of 
the Puerto Rican trip, and is concerned that the CP, USA 
had to be proded to activity on Puerto Rico. He said the 
main responsibility is "ours." Puerto Rico will be a great 
future responsibility. He recalled that TOOHEY and he had 
discussed Puerto Rico and what must be done there as early 
as 1936. He pointed out that the result of TOOHEY' s trip 
to Puerto Rico in 1936 was the actual formation of the PROP 
and the exclusion of certain dissident- elements there. He 
said if anyone should represent the CP, USA in Puerto Rico, 
it should be TOOHEY. He added, however, that he should go 
there openly, ostensibly for the purposes of regaining his 
health and gathering material for a book. He should be, in 
effect, the official representative of the CP, USA, 
authorized to speak for the CP^USA, and this should be 
understood by all. THOMPSON succinctly agreed that 
TOOHEY should represent the CP, USA in Puerto Rico. 

HALL then summed up that it was agreed TOOHEY 
will represent the CP, USA on his trip to Puerto Rico. He 
should consider staying in Puerto Rico from four to six 
months. HALL said the CP, USA will now work out the 
administrative ends of this trip and that TOOHEY should not 
depart for Puerto Rico until plans have been finalized, 
which should be in about six weeks. 

In lateral discussions by this beard, and during 
coffee breaks, it was learned from GUS HALL that the 
CP, USA is seeking a mechanism to supplant the national 
convention. Due to the present prosecution of the Party by 
the United States Government, an open convention is out of 
the question. In its place, HALL stated the CP, USA will 
create a series of responsible committees, to handle specific 
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subjects, such as political action, legislative matters, 
organization, and so forth. These committees will be 
called review committees, and will review all existing work 
of the CP, USA. He said they are not to be confused with the 
old Party review commission, vrhich was established to handle 
matters of discipline. These review committees will examine 
the specific subjects assigned to them and will prepare 
reports ito be presented to the National Board. The National 
Board willcthen act upon these reports and the end result 
will be, in effect, the development of any new Party line. 
These review committees should have their work finished and 
their reports prepared within the next six weeks.

v PHIL BART exhibited a letter addressed to all 

•editors and publishers in the United States, a press release 
and a document by JAMES E. JACKSON entitled, "The First 

: Amendment or the Last Liberty. " 

: JACKSON was heard to state that those documents 

i are part of an effort to bring the case of "The Worker" and 
1 its involvement under the McCarran Act to a wider audience in 
lorder to develop an offensive against the United States 
^Government under the guise of accusing the government of violat- 
■vlng the basic right of freedom of the press. 

PHIL BART stated that he had received a telephone 
call from GUS HALL who, at that time, was in the State of 
Oregon. HALL related that he had spoken at Reed College to 
a large group of students* He said that a hall was not 
available for his speech so the students organized a meeting 
at the football stadium* At this meeting HALL related, he 
spoke to 10,000 persons. 

According to BART, HALL stated that he also spoke 
to a group of students at a football stadium in Eugene, 
Oregon, at which 3*000 persons were present. 

BART, himself, stated that he went to an important 
college in Maine recently and spoke to a group of 1,000 
students there. BART was elated over the results of his and 
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ELIZABETH LAWSON 
ERIK BERT 
JAMBS JACKSON 
JAMES TORMEY 
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HALL*s speeches, particularly since it resulted in good 
publicity. BART said that the CP leadership is convinced 
that a turn has taken place in the thinking of the public 
toward the prosecution of the Party and "The Worker" under 
the McOarran Act. He feels that there is a trend of thought 
to the effect that the government is wrong in prosecuting 
the Party. BART said that he felt that this shift in 
thought has taken place particularly among the youth and 
that there is a vigorous feeling of not believing the "anti- 
Party line of the government." 

BART revealed that ED ROYCE has been assigned the 
duty of visiting colleges in the eastern United States in an 
effort to sell Marxist literature to the bookstores of these 
colleges. He is to endeavor to sell in particular the state- 
ment of Premier KHRUSHCHEV made at the 22nd Congress of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union. BART continued that 
ROYCE went to one college bookstore in order to sell a small 
quantity of KHRUSHCHEV'S report. He said thht the resultant 
order was 1500 copies of the KHRUSHCHEV report , and the CP 
leadership was amazed and delighted since this figure 
exceeds the total recorded amount sold to CP members. 



BART then spoke of a New Jersey CP factional dispute 
with LOTTIE GORDON and LOU MOROZE on one side, and PAT TOOHEY 
and ROBERT HAMILTON on the other. He said that the day-to-day 
set up of the CPUSA leadership is handled by "our Administra- 
tive Committee." This committee consists of ELIZABETH GURLEY 
FLYNN, PHIL BART, JACK STACHEL and BEN DAVIS. This group makos 
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collective decisions on day-to-day problems as necessary. 
He said that this committee will deal with the factional 
matters of New Jersey, He said other individuals who can 
contribute to a decision by this committee will be invited 
to attend their sessions . He added however that inasmuch as 
LOTTIE GORDON has taken a leave of absence, and the New 
Jersey situation is quiescent, this committee will not meet 
for the specific purpose of solving the New Jersey problem 
until T00HEY returns from vacation at end of March,

"Gannett read a report on the Kennedy adminis- 
tration. This report was a CP report and it xvas an 
analysis of the work of the Kennedy administration. 
Gannett simply read it in its entirety. In analyzing 
the Kennedy administration this report considered the 
international aspects of the Kennedy administration and 
how this period differs from any other period in history. 
Furthermore, no other administration faces such problems, 
especially when we consider the various people l s movements, 
the Negro people ! s movements, etc., all of which adds up 
to the fact that the imperialists are on the way out. As 
a result of pressures from all parts of the world, the 
Kennedy administration is threatening use of the H-Bomb. 

"Among the imperialists the greatest danger 
is from the ultra right. Republicans such as Nixon see 
President Kennedy is getting too much of the spotlight 
so they had to do something like foster the ultra right. 
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"The governments of the imperialists are weakening, 
so much so that Robert Kennedy had to m&ke a trip to 
give them moral support. Gannett called the ultra 
right " fascist-minded At a recent meeting held in 
New York City at Madison Square Garden, the people *s 
movement contributed more toward exposing the ultra 
right than did the Kennedy administration. Gannett said 
that the CP has begun to change its methods of operation 
from those that it formerly used because these are dif- 
ferent times and never before has the Party faced such 
times. Gannett implied that Socialism was just around 
the corner. 

"During a question period that followed, Rose 
Touralchuk asked how she saw the Kennedy administration 
in relation to West Berlin and West Germany and the fact 
that the United States is putting nuclear weapons in the 
hands of the West Germans. Gannett said that the fascists 
in West Berlin and West Germany are strong for Kennedy 
and Kennedy is strong for them. Kennedy is making West 
Berlin and West Germany hi s main base for starting a war 
in Europe. | | asked about the Kennedy admin- 

istration and how it relates to the ultra right. In reply 
Gannett said that the people can determine what Kennedy 
will do. Gannett pointed out that President Kennedy takes 
the social-democratic approach to solutions wherein at 
least he listens to the peonl e whereas the ultra right 
takes the fascist viewpoint. | | asked if the 

Kennedy administration can be forced to negotiate with 
the Soviet Union. Gannett replied that if the people's 
movement applies pressure on the Kennedy administration, 
pressure for peace, and loudly protests the resumption 
of nuclear tests, the Kennedy administration could be 
forced to negotiate with the Soviet Union. Gannett 
talked about the peace movements around the country 
such as peace walk demonstrations, etc., which have 
actually been started by the people and not by the 
Party. Gannett maintained that the ultra right xvants 
the bomb dropped. 

"Next Gannett gave a report on the internal 
struggle in the CP. She told how some Party people in 
New York City claim that they are not in the other group, 
which she referred to as the Milty-ites (followers of 
Milton Rosen), but they don<t act and talk like loyal 
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11 CP members. The State Board wanted those who professed 
to be -loyal to the Party but who associated with the 
Milty-ites to write a letter to the Board and put in 
writing just where they stand and what they think about 
the Party. Concerning Abe Unger's wife Esther, she is 
in a different situation because she is married to Abe 
who is in trouble with the Party. Although she says she 
wants to come back to the Party, she does not change her 
position with regard to the leadership so CP leaders feel 
she will eventually be expelled because of her kind senti- 
ments toward the Milty-ites. The situation with regard 
to Ruth (believed to be Shulman) is also different. 
According to Gannett, Ruth doesn't even know what's going 
on and because of her good work, the Party will probably 
keep her. 

"Gannett said that Milt Rosen got together with 
a young Negro group in Harlem, and he won six young Negro 
CP members who had organized the Negro American Labor 
Council (NALC) on the piers over to his side. The NALC, 
however, got these guys thrown off the piers because 
they were recognized as Reds. The CP, however, talked 
to the guy who is the Chairman of the NALC on the piers 
and now the CP has a foothold in the NALC on the piers. 
Milt Rosen had also organized a group of young Cubans 
in New York City. Someone from the Party went and told 
the young Cubans that they are destroying themselves as 
Marxists, whereupon the Cubans dropped Milt Rosen and 
are heading back toward a friendly relationship with 
the Party. 

"Next Gannett discussed the McCarran Act. She 
accused the Government of trying to scare CP leaders by

"The John Noto Bail Fund was next discussed by 
Betty Gannett. First it shoul d be mentioned that prior 
to this meeting f I discussed what had taken 

He talked 
about Bill Albertson reportedly telling Noto over the 
telephone that the CP would probably make a statement 
in the newspaper to the effect that the Party is no 
longer responsible for money in the Noto Bail Fund and 
that Noto is guilty of embezzlement. I H took the

Noto in this manner. At the meeting 
the story was on Noto. Gannett replied tnatBill Albertson 
who is well acquainted with Noto was the correct person 
to see him. Gannett told him that even though Milt Rosen 
and Mortimer Scheer raised money from people, this was 
actually done on behalf of the Party and so the money 
belongs to the Party except where in those situations 
there are receipts showing amounts contributed by 
individuals. Gannett pointed out that she brought with 
her receipts for $2,000.00 from people now living in 
New York City and she planned to get $2,000,00 from Noto 
over this weekend. Gannett said that someone donated 
$4,000.00 to the Noto Bail Fund with the understanding 
that whatever happened to Noto the money should even- 
tually go to the CP. The Noto Bail Fund, according to 
Gannett, amounts to $21,000.00. The Party insists that 
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"it will return money to those people who have receipts . 
Otherwise this money should go to the CP. Albertson 
said that if Noto does not cooperate, the Party will 
state in the paper that he is an embezzler and would 
wash their hands of the Noto bail money. Albertson 
gave Noto one week to think it over and Noto was to call 
him about it, Albertson, according to Gannett, even 
offered Noto the opportunity to leave the CP out of the 
discussion if he wanted to and work directly with a 
Party lawyer. The Party was willing to deduct any 
expenses that Noto incurred during his trial. Gannett 
said that Noto wants $4,000,00 of the money for himself 
because of what he went through.

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Bart opened the discussion by stating that the 
purpose of the meeting was to discuss and review all 
problems involving CP, USA organization. He suggested 
that three sessions of this committee be held between now 
and May 15th. Toward the end of May, he said, the 
CP, USA will convene a large conference to review the work of 
this committee, as well: as other committees which have been 
assigned other specific facets of CP work. Bart stated 
that this committee should attempt to put down on paper 
in the form of proposals, remedies and suggestions to 
organizational problems for presentation to this larger 
group which will convene at the end of May, 1962. 

Bart advised that throughout the CP there is a 
condition of fear and to this condition of fear can be 
ascribed a wait-and-see attitude as to the feeling., dn 
the country toward the CP, USA. He said there is also a lack 
of confidence by CP members that anything substantial can 
be done during this period while the CP, USA is being 
prosecuted by the United States Government. He said there 
also is a general feeling among the Party membership of 
"riding out the storm, " merely "holding the line, " while 
not actually doing anything. He said that these feelings 
are reflected in the irregularity of club meetings, the 
low level of dues payments, the failure to utilize Party 
literature, and the increasing financial crisis around 
"The Worker" and the "Mid-Week Worker, " east coast CP 
publications. According to Bart, another idea has come up 
to account for this Party lethargy. He said it stems from 
the present Party leadership, and that is that there is no 
focal mobilization point, no central or dramatic "peg 
on which members of the whole Party can hang their hat.' 
He said this lack of something central is apparent. The 
Party goes on, "business as usual" from day to day, not 
gaining and not retreating. 
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Bart stated that the reasons for this lethargy 
are not legitimate He said that in contrast is the large 
peace movement all over the country, the upsurge of interest 
of college students to hear CP leaders. Yet, the fact 
remains there is a holding, even a "self-liquidating 
tendency" among the Party leadership. He added that these 
are the questions that this organizational review 
committee must boil down to a positive answer.. 

Bart continued that the CP, USA has decided that 
conditions are now favorable to set a goal of two hundred 
fifty new youth recruits in the Party in the next few months. 
He pointed out that in a number of districts the recruiting 
of these has been very favorable and pointed out that youth 
today is the salvation of the Party. Bart continued that 
the Party must not integrate the youth into the existing 
clubs, since they would come under the pessimistic influence 
of the older. .club members. Consequently, the CP leadership 
plans to form special youth groups of its own and keep 
them out of the old clubs, 

Bart lamented the failure of the CP membership 
to utilize Party literature. He stated that contrary to 
this, many people have sought out sources of Party literature. 
He cited the instance of Ed Royce, a Party member whose 
CP assignment is to visit college book stores, Royce, in the 
past two months, has visited numerous college book stores and 
has sold over. $10,000 worth of Party literature to these 
stores. 

Bart concluded by stating that this committee 
would have two or three more meetings and discussions. It 
will then pick out the main points to be amplified and will 
prepare a report.

All other individuals at this meeting 
agreed With the points made by Bart. 

Frances Gabow then.. spoke. She said the points 
made by Bart are the "disease" of Philadelphia. The only 
things that keep the CP alive there are three youth groups, 
one student , one Negro, and one teenage. These three 
groups total sixty members , and. while not all are CP members, 
they are a base for CP recruitment;; She agreed that the 
youth should not be integrated into the old Party clubs. 

Robert Thompson spoke, stating that the Party would 
have to refurbish its means of attracting trade union 
people to the CP. He said it is a big Jump from the trade 
union to the Party, and there must be created an educational 
step between the trade union and the Party. He said in 
furtherance of developing this step, there will appear in the 
next week or two a progressive trade union paper for 
the purpose of "pre*.educating" the trade unionist for CP 
membership . 

Thompson added that the Party is also thinking of 
setting up some sort of a Marxist-Leninist institute headed 
by "our people" plus others not "our people," to be used as 
a sort of way-stand for people to get acquainted with the 
line of the CP and with the CP itself. 

According to the source, discussion at this meeting 
continued with all present participating. No conclusions 
were adopted. It was. planned that additional meetings of 
this committee of an exploratory nature will be held to 
determine what is wrong -with the organization in the CP, 
and how to overcome thse wrongs.

"The main topic of the meeting was an 
evaluation of the first year of the Kennedy administration. 
This evaluation was based upon a draft report written 
by Gus Hall, of which one copy was in the Buffalo area. 
Due to the fact that a number of the people at the 
meeting had not read the report 9 Betty Gannett 9 who 
had a copy of her own 9 read the report in toto. The 
gist of the report is that it seems to present a 
balanced analysis of the Kennedy administration in its 
first year in office. According to Gus Hall, the basic 
aims of American imperialism still continue 9 that is 
for world domination, but that what is new in the 
situation and new that confronts the Kennedy 
administration is the new balance on a world scale of 
the forces between capitalism and socialism. This is 
called by Gus Hall the new epoch. 
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"In Hall's analysis of the Kennedy administration 
he underscores that the Kennedy administration is not 
a fascist administration, it is not moving in the 
direction of a fascist form of government, but that at 
the same time there are elements within the capitalist, 
group in this country and there are hanger ons who 
are seeking to push the Kennedy administration in this 
direction. This group is referred to by the Party 
as the ultra right. According to Gus Hall, the 
Kennedy administration still has a sizeable following 
in the trade union movement. There has been no 
decisive break by the trade unions with the Kennedy 
administration | that this is a factor that will act 
as a brake upon the Kennedy administration's movement 
to the right. 

"Gus Hall characterized the Kennedy 
administration as attempting to pursue a policy of 
minor concessions to the people on a domestic level 
while at the same time pursuing and continuing the cold 
war policies of the former administrations. According 
to Gus Hall, the U. S. share of the world market is 
dwindling^ competition within the capitalists' sphere 
of the world market is intensifying; the United States 
is seeking to bring forward West Germany as the dominant 
partner in the Atlantic community, pushing the British 
out from their former positions. According to Gus 
Hall, this can only be accomplished at the expense 
of the living conditions of the American people, in 
particular the American working class. 

"According to Gus Hall, the new epoch 
makes it necessary for all Marxists and all Communist 
Parties throughout the world to view the facts and 
the relationship of forces within the world scene on 
this basis; this does not mean that many of the basic 
tenets of Marxism and Leninism are obsolete, rather 
these have to be adjusted to fit the new situation 
that exists. 

"According to Betty Gannett, one of the 
things being done in the Party is that the State and 
National Office are reviewing methods and style of 
work up and down the ladder of the Party, .in an effort 
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"apparently to break out of its isolation that it 
presently is in, and particularly in terms of trying 
to develop a rapprochement with certain liberal 
socialist groupings around the country* 

"There were a number of questions -raised 
by the people at the meeting dealing with the lack 
of emphasis in Gus Hall's report on the role of the 
working class within the past year of the Kennedy 
administration. Questions were raised in relation- 
ship to the Negro people r s movement in the Kennedy 
administration. Some of these questions were fielded 
by Betty Gannett and some were allowed to pass by. 

"On the question of the working class , in 
Gus Hall^ report j she took the position that the 
paramount issue of the day is War and Peace; that the 
Party must recognize and be ready to work with any 
and all groups in the social strata who are ready to 
move on peace, and she said it is a fact in this 
country today that the peace movement does not find 
its most vocal expression amongst the working class 
but rather amongst certain intellectual groupings 
within the middle class sections of the population. 
She said this does not mean that the Party has given 
up the struggle for the involvement of the working 
class in the peace campaign, the peace movement. 

"According to Betty Gannett, the Party is 
dying faster than it is being born. The rate of 
attrition is greater than its recruitment* According 
to Betty Gannett, there has been an improvement in the 
mass work of the Party, and by this she meant primarily 
the mass work of Party individuals as differentiated 
from the Party as a whole, but the Party is not 
registering any growth in membership as a result of 
this mass work being done by individual Communists. 
She said only amongst the youth, and there primarily 
through the school in New York, are they growing. 

"On the internal situation in the Party, 
Betty Gannett reported that Esther Cantor has appealed 
her suspension from activity to the State Committee. 
Evelyn Wiener has asked to be relieved of all State 
responsibilities and returned to rank and file status. 
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"About Ruth and Jack Shulman, Gannett said 
Ruth was formerly the organizer for the Manhattan 
County CP 5 both of these people have agreed to 
disassociate themselves from the Milton Rosen group 
and will prepare a public statement 5 whether this 
means public in the sense of issuing it to the press 
or whether this means public in the sense of issuing 
it to the Party and then the Party will be responsible 
for disseminating it, is not known, but they will 
issue a public statement to this effect* 

"On the other hand, with Esther Cantor, 
she apparently wants to remain in the Party but at 
the same time has not displayed sufficient hostility 
to the anti-Party group and remorse for her association 
with the anti-Party faction* According to Betty 
Gannett, Esther Cantor is a very slippery character, 
Esther Cantor has failed to issue a statement for the 
Party, and, according to Betty Gannett, it is quite 
likely that she will be expelled for failure to do this. 

"Betty Gannett went into some other things. 
She made mention of the fact that there were a group 
of young Cubans on the west side, I suspect they are 
probably in the Chelsea area, which has been meeting 
with Mike Krenovich and who Mike Krenovich turned over 
to Marvin Stern and he was conducting the classes with 
this group. Apparently Marvin Stern and Mike Krenovich 
are a part of this anti-Party faction that was kicked 
out. The Party was very much worried about this young 
Cuban group and through some of the youth contacts in 
the Party they re-established contact with a couple 
of members of this Cuban group, and, according to Betty 
Gannett, had a very long and fruitful discussion with 
them. As a result of this discussion these young 
Cuban; individuals went back to the Cuban group and 
transmitted the discussion they had had with the Party 
people to this group and this group agreed to cease 
meeting with Mike Krenovich and Marvin Stern, and agreed 
to accept Jesus Colon as the leader of classes. According 
to Betty Gannett, these young Cubans intend to go back 
to Cuba and this is why they were so anxious to switch 
over to the Party because they did not want to go 
back to Cuba with the stigma of having been under the 
heel of an anti-Party faction in New York City. 
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"According to Betty Gannett , the trial of 
the CP as an organization has been indefinitely- 
postponed. On the other hand the Government has 
developed a new tactic. They are calling people 
before the Federal Grand Jury in Washington D.C. 
and asking them certain questions. When these people 
invoke their privilege against self incrimination 5 
the Federal Attorney then goes to the Federal Court 
and gets an imm unity granted to these people . This 
has happened to | | These 



people are then taken back to the Grand Jury 5 the 
questions are asked again and when they refuse on 
the personal privilege against self incrimination 9 
they are then hauled before the Judge and sentenced 
for contempt. She indicated the Party is appealing 
the contempt citations. According to Betty Gannett 9 
30 or more people, most of them in the New York area 9 
had been subpoenaed. Of these apparently 7 people 
from 6 clubs were subpoenaed to testify in Washington." 

Copies of this memorandum have been designated for the 
New York office in view of its interest in individuals mentioned 
therein.

With regard to iden tification of BETTY GANNETT in an 
official capacity ! l observed; GANNETT was not formally *3 

introduced to the group assembled and has never been formally b6 
introduced in any official capacity. She is generally recognized b7c 
by CP members in Buffalo as a representative of the State CP and b7D 
a spokesman therefor 5 and formal introduction and identification 
are unnecessary.

flourishing peace movement in this country, these people, he 
said, feel they can do nothing. 

This is the problem, Bart continued, that this 
Organizational Review Committee must solve, 

Betty Gannett disclosed that the CP in New York City 
has little influence among the Negroes and can count on only 
about six members among the Puerto Rican element. She stated 
that due to disruptive problems caused "in industry" by Milt 
Rosen, expelled former CP functionary, the CP is weaker today 
in New York than at any time in its history, 

Gannett stressed that the "role" of the CP is being 
lost in many fields of endeavor such as peace, anti-nuclear 
tests, etc, since manynembers find it easier to function in 
peace groups, etc., but outside the CP. 

Thompson agreed that the role of the CP is one of the 
main problems. He said that there has arisen a "new and fundamental 
challenge" to the Party from a "new left" that paints a picture 
that it is possible to have a "legal" Marxist movement in the 
United States without risking the sanctions of the McCarran Act, 
"This "new left" is being, "pushed" by the people "around" the 
"National guardian". These "push" is effective since many CP 
members feel the 'National Guardian" is a better paper and is 
not beset with money problems. This "new left" continued 
Thompson, is "sapping the desire" of CP members to engage in 
Party work.

A discussion by all present followed and resulted in 
the following principal proposals: 

1, The CP must concentrate on a campaign to recruit

membership is unsatisfactory in that it has degenerated to 

those of the middle class, the students, the intellectuals 
with little or no working class people, 

3„ The meeting agreed to prepare a document to meet 
all problems of the clubs such as the inactivity of the old 
members and the establishment of new clubs and aiechanisms for 
the youth to maintain their interest <, Further the clubs must 
be changed from their present "community" type - (members from 
the same area) - to clubs consisting of people who have similar 
basic interests, such as education, housing, etc. This would 
result in a club that could organize within that particular 
type of mass organization. 

In conclusion it was agreed that Bart and Thompson 
would be a sub-committee of two to prepare a document incorporating 
and refining the above points, which document is to be presented 
to an enlarged meeting of some 200 CP leaders to be held in New 
York City on June 6, 7, 8, 1962, for further action. 

According to the source, no further meetings of the 
Organizational Review Committee will be held.

The meeting was called to order about eight -thirty by 
SCHREIBER who explained the purpose of this meeting as an opportu- 
nity to establish here in this Community a Bronx Press Community. 

This committee would be an expression of the people arour 
the attacks on the Freedom of the Press, especjaly around the 
Worker a fighting, militant working class paper wnich at present is 
under sharp attack by the Dept. of Justice under the provisions 
of the McCarran Act. 

He introduced the speaker of the evening as JAMES JACKSC-r 
Editor in chel-f of the worker, who would talk to us on the 
Ultra -Right and the MC Carran Act. 

JACKSON said -it was a privilege to be here in the Bronx, 
again, and was also very pleased to hear the Chairman speak about 
the worker, a small but powerful paper. 

The paper, although not a first class paper, with many 
deficencies, a small circulation etc. nevertheless the content of 
the paper is very powerful and important. 
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JACKSON told of a recent story in the Soviet Union 
newsoaoer Pravada, with a circulation of 15 million about the 
«SSE£» in STS?S. How the "Worker" is set up arranged and gotfc 
oS by a group of six people. and eleven writer a to compare the • 
paper. Yet the circulation is very small but effective. 

It is thissmall but effective newspaper, that the goverp 
rent has set in motion, a multi-million do ctooperat ion to 
harass and attack the "Worker" , and to jail and fine its editor ai 
publisher. 

It is the first time in the history of the u.S governraenl 
that an editor or any one connected with the publishing ox a 
newspaper has been fined or Jailed. 

This action violates the first amendment of ^Constitu- 
tion of freedom of the Press, and must arouse the people to action 
to See an indictment and a bond of $1,500 set on himself and PHIL 
BART. 

JACKSON quoted the case of PETER ZENDA publisher who 
was attacked TrZnd the 18th century, and who case was taken up 
by HAMILTON and was supported by JEFFERSON who said that Freedom 
of the Press is one of our democratic principals. 

JACKSON went on to name ^umberous well known people. 
Civil Rights people, newspapers, NY Post, St. Louis Post Dispatch, 
National Guardian, many European newspapers which have spoken out 
against the McCarran Act section of its attack on Freedom of the 
Press. 

JACKSON claimed that the government was using a clever 
device to pu? us in prison while the McCarran Act is being worked 
out. 

This device is the 195^ immunity act, which gives the 
Attorney General the power to grant immunity to any person who 
will cooperate with the government.

This law was tested by the communist party and the 
June^5, ruling of the Suprerre Court was the final autcome. 



' He, JACKSON, and BART, refused to answer u ^er theright 

guaranteed them by the 5th Amendment and were indicted and released 
on ibail of $1,500. Their sentence of six months in prison was 
set aside pending a trial date which has not been set. 

The Mccarran Act law has been applied to the worker, the 
Communist party and the leaders of the Communist paroy, GuS HALL 
and BEN DAVIS. 

j JACKSON quoted the penalties set by the McCarran Act, ths 

applied to thf Party and GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS since the law 
became effective in Oct, more then a million aollare * * n 
and over 625 years in prison for each, a very ridiculous situation, 
for the government to enforce. 

JACKSON compared the McCarran act with the ^remberg tria 
during the HITLER regime and said that this would l«a? *° * 
Fascist state of affairs if the law was allowed to st.v-nd, because n 
one, let alone the Communist party would be exempt from it attacks. 

JACKSON said that HALL and DAVIS went to Washington today 
to be arrainged, there was no trial date set, it would be held 
possibly in June. 

Here he explained why HALL and DAVIS were held under this 
Act, because they refused to register, refused to name Popple J*o , 
were in the organization, give addresses of P e ?P le *state: where • 
the party received its funds, list of contributors or other wise. 

HALL and DAVIS both said that they will never devulge 
any dhf ormation which would cause persecution and prosecution 
of the above people, and would rather go to jail for lite. 

JACKSON said that the government is embarrassed by the 
MC Carran Act, because it knows that they, the Communist party, 
HALL and DAVIS would never comply and a long legal fight would 
take place.

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JACKSON mentioned that since 1950, in Pennsylvania and 
Arizona there are numerous concentration camps, ready to r-ceive 
the thousands of McCarrant Act victims, and other minorities who di 
not comply with this act; 

There are over 625 other organizations that are communis 
controlled, communist dominated and communist infiltrated tnat 
are liable to there concentration camps, if they do not comply wit. 
the act as it now stands. 

JACKSON said that the government could very well ignore 
the McCarran C Ac?! because it hasW^eds of laws on the books wh* 
they never enforce, and this law is unenforceable so iu should s 
not enforce the Mccarran Act. 

It is the duty of the Attorney General to enforce the 
Constitution, to defend it, and by upholding the first amendment 
of the Bill of Rights he must act against the McCarran Act. 

in his final remarks he urged everyone to write to the 
President and the Attorney General to uphold the Constitution and 
to appoint a special committee to study the enforceability of the 
Mccarran Act. 

After a question and answer period, the chairman recogni2 
ed PRANCES BORDOPSKY who outlined again the purpose of this meeting 
to form a Bronx preis forum as an expression from this Community 
on matters pertaining to the Press and freedom of that Press, to 
set up a steering committee to become the leaders of their 
organization, to set a financial obligation of dues of $1.00 per 
velr for operating expense for each member to set up monthly meetin 
of ?his nature or\nyother topic which was of importance, or any !; 
form of activity set up by the Committee. 

Application cards, consisting of name, address, phone 
number, apt. number was included on the card. 

These were distributed and nearly everyone signed and 
turned them in to the chairman.

The last and final proposal that was agreed upon at the 
Bronx Press directory meeting was the annual dinner in honor of the 
Worker that was held in Manhattan, be changed this year, instead of 
one big dinner in Manhattan it was proposed that each Borougn hold - 
their own dinner, one in the Bronx, one in Manhattan on_in Queens, 
and one in Brooklyn. 

The reason for this proposed change was that many more 
people would attend in their own Borough and would be more successfu 

This proposal too after careful discussion was dlscareded 
because contrary to the report, the solid opinion was that people 
would rather go downtown to a large affair, and not to a local affai 
where many people would stay away from. 

/ | | gave the defense report and said that since the last £6 

.meeting much has happened, JAMES JACKSON and PHIL BART who are con- 
v/nected with the Worker, have been indicted by the justice Dept. 

They have been indicted under the 195^ immunity Act, the 
first action of its kind under the law. 

They were guaranteed protection under this law, if they 
answered the questions put to them by the special grand jury in 
Washington, by the Attorney General ROBERT KENNEDY. 

They both refused under the protection guaranteed them in 
the first amendment of the Constitution and Bill of Rights. 

For this refusal they were indicted, with a possible jail 
term of six months, they aee now free on $1500 bail. 
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There have been num&rous protest against those indictments 
by District 65* American Lawyers Guild, National Guardian and various 
other organizations and laymen, the meat cutters union is another 
labor organization which has issued a statement against indictment . 

These indictment are a direct attack on our paper and 
against the Freedom of the Press, as guaranteed in the constitution 
and the Bill of Rights and we must use every method at our command 
to protest. 

Letter, post cards, telegrams etc* should be sent as soon 
as possible to the president, the Attorney General and to o&r re- 
presentatives in Washington to halt any action against the worker 
and its officers until a study can be nade of t£ie Mccarran Act by 
a selected group of Citizens appointed by the President, or an 
amendment to the law can be acted upon this session or the 19^3 ses- 
sion of the congress. 

The#e is one active organization in the Bronx, the 
Bronx Civil Liberties Committee, which is taking active part in this 
campaign and they are planning a City wide meeting and protest on 
Friday April 13, at the Hotel New Yorker, and tickets are $12.50 
per person, and are available here tonight and every effort must be 
made to get as many people to attend as possible. 

The clubs in the Community have a responsibility in this 
fight, and that is to visit the two congressmen in their areas and 
urge them to protest this action by the Justice Dept. on the Mc 
Carran Act and to press for the needed legislation to amend the act 
as it now stands.

During dinner CARL remarked that he had received a 
letter from ANTON KRCHMAREK asking him to speak at Western 
Reserve University, Cleveland, Ohio, on May 1, 1962. He 
stated that if he felt well enough he would make the speech. 
WINTER also stated that he had received an invitation to 
speak at Manchester College, Manchester, Indiana, on 
May 16, 1962. 

GUS HALL, HELEN and CARL WINTER, and MORRIS CHILDS 
during the evening of April 12, 1962, discussed likely 
candidates to attend the Eighth World Youth Festival to be 
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held in Helsinki • 



CARL and HELEN " 



WINTER, was one of those being, considered* HALL indicated, 
that about 50 youths from the United States will make the 
trip, and related that persons that they consider should be 
inclined toward or have an interest in socialism* HALL also 
related that the delegates sent by the CP must also be pre- 
pared to continue travel after the conclusion of the festival* 
This travel of the delegates after the conclusion of the 
festival must be supervised and planned by the CP* 

During the course of the evening CARL WINTER in 
discussing "Labor Today" commented to HALL that the first 
issue to be published will be dated "Spring, 1962 n rather 
than to list any specific month* 

On April 13, 1962, MORRIS CHILDS and GUS HALL 
arrived at the residence of CARL WINTER, 9556 Burnette, 
Detroit, at approximately 8:45 a.m*, where they had 
breakfast with HELEN and CARL WINTER* Considerable dis- 
cussion took place between GUS HALL and HELEN and CARL 
WINTER relating to specific matters* 

CARL WINTER inquired of GUS HALL as to the advisa- 
bility of having a conference for the Midwest Edition "The 
Worker" and was told by HALL that he did not consider it 
advisable* 

HALL advised CARL WINTER that he is not 'up&to-date 
on what JAMES JACKSON has discussed relative to the febntents 
of n The Worker 1 * but there will probably be one page for 
Michigan* HALL stated that SAM DAVIS can only work on the 
Midwest hews on a limited basis* 

CARL WINTER remarked that he has made a proposal 
previously to the effect that one-half of the front page be 
written in New York at the discretion of the editors, and 
part of the front page to contain more important issues and 
industrial questions* He also recommended that on the front 
page there should be a box listing the articles which 
appear inside the newspaper* 

CARL WINTER stated that he does not see any reason 
to discontinue the Midwest Edition on April 23, 1962, /fast 
because SAM KUSHNER is leaving Chicago* WINTER contends that 
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SAM DAVIS is capable and can carry on when SAM KUSHNER 
leaves. WINTER mentioned that JAMES JACKSON has stated that 
when SAM DAVIS takes over they should abolish the title of 
Midwest Editor which KUSHNER has utilized. Therefore, 
according to this suggestion of JACKSON , SAM DAVIS will be 
the Chicago correspondent just as WILLIAM ALLAN is the Detroit 
correspondent. WINTER contends that three-fourths of the 
pages of the Midwest Edition are prepared in the Midwest. 
He stated he is against discontinuing the Midwest Edition. 

GUS HALL remarked that circulation in the Midwest 
of "The Worker" has declined and WINTER blamed this in part 
on SAM KUSHNER p s political limitations. CARL WINTER 
recalled that KUSHNER had sent a suggestion to New York that 
an expert from New York should be assigned the job of 
handling the Midwest Edition. WINTER stated that KUSHNER 
had suggested that someone from Chicago and someone from 
Detroit send articles and clippings to New York and let the 
New York staff print a Chicago page and a Detroit page. 
WINTER stated that this proposal was not feasible as the 
editors in New York do not know the issues in Chicago and 
Detroit and, therefore, can not recognize what is politically 
important in each of those cities. 

HELEN WINTER remarked that she and CARL WINTER had 
met with JAMES LUSTIG on April 10, 1962, to discuss "The 
Worker" articles, and it was apparent that the staff in New 
York receives plenty of articles pertaining to Chicago and 
Detroit, but that because they are unable to evaluate the 
articles, they do not use them. It seems that they have 
failed to utilize various articles submitted by WILLIAM 
ALLAN. HALL acknowledged that WILLIAM ALLAN is a good 
reporter, but that he is not satisfactory as a writer 
and his material needs much editing. 

CARL WINTER and GUS HALL discussed the fact that 
JEAN KRCHMAREK is not submitting articles for "The Worker" 
because she is afraid that if "The Worker" admits affiliation 
with the CP, she will lose her job. She has not actually 
refused to write articles, according to WINTER, but has indi- 
cated she does not want the articles to bear her by-line. 

In discussing the general organization in the Michi- 
gan area, CARL WINTER advised GUS HALL that they are having 
a lot of trouble in the State of Michigan. He quoted as an 
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example of the trouble a bill which was introduced in the 
Michigan Legislature to outlaw the CP. CML WINTER stated 
that he had anticipated trying to get the House of Represen- 
tatives to block the bill in committee j however, it had 
passed the House before he could attempt any action. WINTER 
Reported that he had discussed this matter with THOMAS DENNIS 
and thought that he should contact the Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action, the Jimerican Civil Liberties Committee, and 
ERNEST MAZEY (an officer of Local 212, UAW, AFL-CIO) to 
solicit aid to defeat the bill in the Senate; however, again 
WINTER was too late and he read in the newspaper that the 
bill had already passed the Michigan State Senate . 

He stated that now the only alternative is to try 
to convince the Governor of Michigan to veto the bill, but 
that he does not expect any results as that would assist 
GEORGE ROMNEY, who is a Republican candidate for Governor, to 
defeat the present Governor of Michigan. 

CARL WINTER, HELEN WINTER, and GUS HALL continued 
to discuss CP organization in Michigan. They acknowledged 
that they would have to cut down on the size of the organiza- 
tion, which in turn makes more work for the individuals 
involved. 

CARL WINTER pointed out that THOMAS DENNIS at 
present is at combination of district organizer., .organiza- 
tion secretary and administrative secretary. In addition, 
he attends classes every other week in dialectical 
materialism. Consequently, everything that does not need 
immediate attention is pushed aside, and eventually forgotten. 
WINTER stated ^hat in reality this is not THOMAS DENNIS' 
fault as he has more work than he can possibly handle. There 
is no one to assist him in keeping current the necessary work 
on administrative and organizational matters. WINTER stated 
that when DENNIS concentrates on administrative work, he is 
very effective, but that he cannot be allowed to handle this 
work as he is more valuable in organizational work. 

WINTER stated that the CP in Michigan is so short 
on qualified personnel and DENNIS has so much worfc to do 
that it is mandatory that they have a full-time organizer and 
administrative secretary to help THOMAS DENNIS. WINTER 
stated that DENNIS is competent and is politically 
oriented and could make a real contribution. 
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HALL stated that a year ago he discussed with 
ROBERT LEE the possibility of LEE's moving to Detroit to 
assist in this type of work; however , at the time there was 
a question as to whether LEE ? s wife would consent to move to 
Michigan* 

HELEN WINTER suggested that LEE come to Detroit for 
a period of time until something else could be- worked out, 

CARL WINTER said it is evident that to utilize 
DENNIS fully, much of this administrative work must be taken 
off of his shoulders by assigning a full-time assistant who 
could handle all administrative work and leave the organiza~ 
tional details for THOMAS DENNIS', 

CARL WINTER stated that DENNIS has much potential, 
he is sincere, a deep thinker, and a responsible person and 

ca P abl y handle the assignment of additional responsibility 
provided the administrative work is taken off of his shoulders, 

HELEN WINTER suggested at this point that more con- 
sideration be given to having ROBERT LEE come to Detroit, 

.CARL WINTER stated that he is deeply concerafe;, that 
members of the CP are being driven away from "the organization. 
He stated that we are answering a whole lot of questions on 
a much more solid and sound way and giving answers that people 
can respond to, but we are not beginning to reflect something 
organizationally. He stated that the CP is not facing certain 
remedies in the current situation, 

CARL WINTER stated that ERNEST MAZEY is trying to 
get a full~tiiae job with the American Civil Liberties Union 
to organize chapters throughout the State of Michigan, He 
stated that MAZEY is interested in political action in the 
trade unions, and described him as a very energetic and able 
individual. He stated that MAZEY is a good speaker and 
organizer, and has been successful in the Detroit area. 
WINTER suggested that the CP find a way to join forces with 
MAZEY and his group, 

CARL WINTER suggested that inasmuch as the Governor 
of Michigan will not veto the bill outlawing the CP in 
Michigan, a new organization such as a Michigan Commonwealth 
Party, should be created so that they can draw in some of 
these forces j for example, the groups organized by ERNEST 
MAZEY. 
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He noted that individuals who have formerly been 
active in the CP now hesitate to be put in a position 
connecting them with the Party or Party *s activities. He 
stated that they have only six individuals in the Michigan 
area who continue to work for the CP because they have 
nothing to lose anyway. 

WINTER stated we have to find some new instrument 
tality which does not mean that we have to abolish the CP 
but that we have to work in a different way to keep what we 
have and consolidate what we have, and at the same time use 
it so more people can join forces with us. We have to have 
a prospective for years from now. 

HALL in reply to WINTER'S statement acknowledged 
that there have been some discussions along this line but 
that nothing has been finalized to date. 

HALL stated that there is going to be set up 
nationally a Foundation Marxist Center to be headed by 
HERBERT APTHEKER and Professor SIGMOND STREW (phonetic) 
^•^fd^Lttc^ Present Marxist questions for discussion and 
even possibly set up schools and classes. It will also be 
the function of this center to arrange for television time 
and present panelled discussions. 

HELEN WINTER criticized material circulated by the 
CP as being out of date and not current with the present 
time. She suggested that a discussion take place to remedy 
this situation* 

HALL replied that along this line last week the 
Administrative Committee was abolished and a smaller 
organizational committee of JACK (possibly STACHEL) , BOB 
JLNU) , BEN (possibly DAVIS) , PHIL (possibly BART) and 
BETTY (possibly GANNETT) was set up. HALL stated that in 
general the organization must be cut down and discussion 
along this line has bfeen delayed until the eighth, at which 
time there will be a two day review of basic areas of work. 
The persons to participate in this discussion have not been 
selected as yet, but will consist of representatives from 
all over the country. 

CARL WINTER suggested that one man be assigned to 
travel continually for the CP to keep the various leaders 
advised as to current activities. HALL replied that BOB (LNU) 
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is on the road constantly and that that is his purpose. 
HALL stated that IRVING (possibly POTASH) has been very 
helpful in New York along this line. WINTER suggested 
that IRVING (. 1. ; be assigned to the New York cadre 
inasmuch as everyone is critical of him on the national 
level. 

HALL then discussed an individual named JEAN, who 
apparently works in or near the National Headquarters. He 
stated that although she is quite able, she is of very little 
help because she does not take shorthand. He stated that 
JEAN is capable of doing more work, but that she has some 
very emotional problems, including the fact that her son 
recently left her. 



HALL then stated that ! k blank) from down- £f 



stairs is also helpful, but that he realizes now that he 
is going to have to reorganize the entire staff. 

During this discussion GUS HALL commented that the 
present administration is slow on having trials on the 
McCarran Act as they would rather hold the trials at election 
38Lme. He stated that it is obvious that the administration 
is not rushing it. He further stated that the present adminis- 
tration is very cautious as it does not want to create the 
image of "McCarthyisra" . 

HALL stated that a discussion on the youth of the 
CP must take, place . He stated that there has to be an official 
position recognized that the CP has a different approach and 
different relationship to all youth that is interested in 
socialism. He stated that these are sincere, young people 
who do not know the difference between the Socialist Party 
and the Communist Party. HALL stated that at most of the 
locations where he speaks before a young group, there is 
no difference between the young socialists and the 
Communists in their relationship to him. He stated that 
they are enthusiastic about working with him, and recommended 
that the CP should work with the various societies at the 
colleges. He pointed out that at most colleges they have 
clubs and movements that are moving to the left, but not 
beyond the left. He stated that they have a high level of 
understanding in matters that are political, such as the 
peace issue. 
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HALL stated that at the various colleges the CP 
is going to have to develop a corfs of such people, but 
that caution must be exercised in their relationship with 
other existing movements so as not to splinter the whole 
project before it gets underway.

who sang and danced and applauded BOB THOMPSON when he was intro- 
duced. 

The entertainment and refreshments coraplet with large 
cakes decorated with cream and across which was written "Welcome 
back BOB to the struggle". 

About nine thirty or a quarter to ten WILLIAM PATTERSON 
called the people to order and in his opening remarks he said that 
he had the great pleasure of welcoming back to the struggle BOB 
THOMPSON, who is now free of all government restrictions. 

The honor of introducing him was not his but to one of the 
"ex-convict" who he would introduce in a few moments. 

In fact we are honored to have with us here tonight a few 
"ex convicts" not in the sense of being criminals, but "ex convicts 
because of their ideas. 

This gathering here tonight is a two fold celebration 
one to welcome back BOB after being inactive for a number of years, 
and two that we can have the honor of contributing toward the 
expense of this celebration and to help raise some extra money. 
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PATTERSON then went on to say that we are all familiar 
with the McCarran, that was ruled legal by the Supreme Court on 
June 5, 1961, that the Justice Dept. has taken steps against the 
leaders of the Communist Party, GUS HALL and BEN DAVIS, and who 
are now out on bail, how the editor and another representative 
of the Worker are also being attacked by the justice Dept. 

GUS HALL is with here with us tonight and it is he who 
is honored to introduce BOB THOMPSON, and this was done on the 
spur of _ the moment, GUS did not know he was going to introduce BOB. 

HALL received a tremondous standing ovation and the youth 
sang, danced and shouted their approval of him. 

GUS did not know he was going to have the honor of intro- 
ducing BOB here tonight, but as one "ex convict to another he was 
very pleased and happy to have that honor. 

He was glad to introduce BOB back to the struggle again 
and it has been a long time since he has taken part in any 
struggle, but now that he is free of any restrictions, has served 
his time, and parole, he has come back at a time when leadership 
such as his is sorely needed. 

GUS sooke of his years in the party, of his struggle in 
the Spanish Civil war, of his distinguished service for which he 
received the highest medal accorded to a soldier, and then to be 
imprisoned for his ideas as a leader of the communist party. 

He also spole of the near fatal accident while in prison, 
which left him with a scar for life and the long period of in- 
activity while serving out his parole. 

All that is a thing of the past now and BOB returns at a 
time when he is sorely needed by our party, in the face ef a 
Mccarran Act, which by a ruling of the supreme court on June 5> 
1961, has seen the Justice Dept. take steps against himself and 
BEN DAVIS. 
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It has also attacked the worker and the editor and 
another leading figure on the paper, JAMES JACKSON and PHIL BART. 

It is at this crucial time that the party, and everyone 
here tonight welcomes back one of our beloved leaders BOB THOMPSON. 

BOB received a tremondous standing, shouting, singing 
ovation and this lasted for about ten minutes with the yout taking 
a very active part in the entire proceedings. 

BOB opened his talk by saying that he was a very happy to 
be back after a long absence. He is also very happy to see so many 
of the youth here, and it brings back memories of his entery into 
the communist party more than twenty-six years ago. 

His wife SYLVIA shares his views on his returning back to 
the struggle and he plddges to resume his duties with a renewed 
vigor, especialy at this crucial time when the party is facing 
the attacks of The Mecarran Act. 

BOB condemned the McCarran Act, as anti -constitution and 
an attack on our Bill of Rights. 

He condemned the attack upon the Worker and JAMES JACKSON 
and PHIL BART by the Justice Dept. and pledges his support to 
defeat this act. 

The youth interrupted his speach two or three times with: 
singing and dancing and BOB was .overcome by this action. 

After BOB finished talking PATTERSON urged the youfa to go 
around with paper cups to collect funds to help defray the expense 
of this affair and for other purposes for which the money can be 
used.

This expression of support and 
determination from the rank and file workers forced the 
hand of the negotiating Committee. This situation further 
coupled with the mounting layoffs and loss of membership 
revenue Injected some backbone into the chiefs during the 
hearings before the President °s JSnergency Board which began 
'•'early in March In, Chicago. 

The chiefs are speaking up in a manner to justify 
their existence. They are talking about the productivity . 
of railroad workers, which is higher than any other industry 
except coal,, and the affect of railroad mergers * although 
railroad traffic is up 9 however jobs are going, down. There 
isi a possibility that the non»op®mtors will receive 
a better .deal in this negotiation than originally expected 
providing the workers continue demanding more action by the 
non«operating leadership. 

Wright reported that the lack of unity among 
the railroad workers has always hampered negotiations 
at the- time of new contracts. In view of the present trend 
of the National Administration regarding wage increases t 






this bears out our predictions in regard to International 
relationship and preparation for Joining the common market : 
of Europe, If more attention was paid regarding holding 
down of profits, the American worker could attain a greater 
share for his own labor 0 

reported that for many years, the Party 
has advocated a united transportation union 6 this will only 
come about by increasing the militancy 'of the rank and file 
workers in demanding a Just share of the railroad earnings * 
This responsibility is ours even with our limited forces.

through strike ballots and a show-down in further negotiations. 
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The railroad profits are still up, but are being siphoned 
off by the bankers in order to plead poverty and secure 
additional Federal subsidies, the railroads for many years 
have practiced this deception and with some of the proposed 
mergers, they would not only make greater profits, but 
deprive the workers of 250,000 Jobs, 

In the discussion that followed, ! 
raised the question as to what has been done in recent 
years to unite the railroad unions, and whether or not the 
public has been made aware of the true conditions in the 
railroad Industry. In this regard Sam stated that there 
Is an effort underway at present to mobilise a big rally 
in Chicago some time in the near future. 

At this point | | wanted to know if we have any 
connections with the railroad workers in New York. | 
further stated that we are supposed to have a Railroad 
Commission and we should have Irving (Potash) arrange a 
meeting among the railroad comrades and 
or | | could attend.

On May 10, 11, 12 and 13, 1962, a meeting of 
certain Communist Party (CP) USA National Committee members 
and other CP leaders was held at CPUSA headquarters, 23 West 
26th street, New York City. Among those present were -

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The meeting opened with a report by Hall who 
spoke from notes and was very general and wandering. He 
spoke at length on the international situation, the 
possibility of war, the role of the Soviet Union in fee 
world today and he blamed the United States for the present 
cold war. 

He then spoke of the general situation in the 
United States, He examined the economy and the position of 
the United States with regard to its trade relationship with 
other capitalist countries. He asserted that United States 
foreign policy is based ^on the cold war and that it must be 
reversed as soon as possible. 

According to the source, Hall r s report was keyed to the 
theme on how to reverse this -cold war trend and he endeavored 
to develop a program that would attract larger sections 
of the American people in this direction. In this respect, 
he devoted much time to the peace question, automation, 
unemployment and youth. He spoke of the "betrayal of the 
national interests by capitalists," 

In the final section of his report, Hall criticized 
those in the CP leadership who are "without hope and interested 
only in their own comfort. 11 He asked "What can we do 
with a cadre that holds the Party back?" 

Following Hall l s report, about eight persons 
present made short speeches all very general in nature and^ 
according to the source, as if afraid to b-oea&h any 
controversial subjects in view of Hall's last remarks. 

In the course of the meeting, it was announced 
that a reception was being held for soviet Cosmonaut Titov 
at St. Nicholas Arena in New York City that evening

and it was directed that all attend* At 6:00 p*nu> the 
meeting was, therefore, adjourned and nearly all present 
went to this reception* 

May 11, 1962 Session 

Arnold Johnson gave a report on CPUSA electoral 
policies listing the important elections in which the 
CP might play a role such as against Richard Nixon in his 
gu^rn^t>^i&3.. campaign in California and in favor of Ralph 
Bunche as a Senatorial candidate in New York*, Johnson called 
for the defeat cf Nelson Rockefeller in his campaign for 
re-election as Governor of New York because a defeat here 
would jeopardize Rockefellers chances as a Republican 
Presidential candidate* Johnson continued that in its 
electoral program the CP should fight for peace, civil 
rights j the recognition of China and the return of all 
United States troops from overseas* 

Johnson stated that the policy of the CP will be 
to work within the present two-party system since no labor 
or third party can be effective at this time* He added that 
some type of campaign will be initiated to obtain write-in 
votes for Ben Davis and Gus Hall* No effort will be 
made to have their names put on the official ballot but 
a write-in campaign will be generated for publicity purposes 
and as a rallying point for the Party membership. 

James Tormey then spoke of the Party 1 s defense campaign 
against Government attacks through the McCarran Act and 
similar legislation.. He announced that a mass rally on 
CP defense will be held in New York City on June 7* 1962, 
and the Party will hold a defense conference on June 8, 9 
and 10, 1962. (This has since been changed as noted below.) 
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Tormey called for the building up of Gus Hall- 
Ben Davis Defense Committee and the need for funds for this 
Committee, This Committee will he for the specific 
defense of the CP and will not conflict with the broad based 
Citizens Committee for Constitutional Liberties. (CCCL) a 

A characterization of the CCCL is attached,, 

There followed speeches by all present on these 
two reports and on Hall's report of the day before. All speakers 
touched on one or two points as they applied to the 
speakers' specific district c 

Hall then spoke, in an effort to summarize the 
two days discussion. He clarified a few points but since 
no documents were prepared so that the members present would 
have summaries of the given reports, he decided that he 
and Davis, one or two more, would meet that evening and 
prepare a summary of proposals to be presented to this 
meeting at the next session. 
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May 12, 1962 Sessio n 

The main report at this session was on trade 
unions and it was given by Irving Potash. He said that the 
CP must increase its activity in the trade union movement 
and must overcome the present weaknesses in that movement. 
It must be stressed to the people that an arms program 
is not necessary for full employment. The run-away of 
United States capital to plants in foreign countries 
must be stopped, he said, even if by government intervention. 
He said the Party should be against tax easements to 
corporations, unless the private citizen gets the same. 
He continued that the Party should fight against government 
intervention in labor and against anti-strike legislation. 
He called for a tightening up of CP policy toward trade 
unions. 

Potash 1 s • report was approved by those present and 
it was followed by a report on the United Automobile Workers 
convention, given by George Morris. 

Gus Hall then summed up Potash's report and 
concluded that the CP should develop new methods for its 
work in the trade union field. 

May 13* 1962 Session 

The principal report at this session was delivered 
by Daniel Rubin on youth matters. His main proposal was 
that the Party should concetrate on a drive to recruit youth 
in the CP and set up a special youth division in the Party. 
Rubin called for a program of reduction in military service, 
establishment of Job training programs, academic freedom, 
abolition of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
and equal rights for Negroes. 
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Rubin* s report was followed by a report on Party 
organization by Phil Bart. 

Bart stated that the Party is beset with organiza- 
tional problems, but must continue to operate within the 
framework of the restrictions placed on it by the McCarran 
Act* He said there is a need for a rededication of the 
members of the Party, and that the members must continue to 
build the CP despite the present anti-Party atmosphere 
in the country. He concluded that many of the problems 
of the Party are not due to the organisational mechanism 
but to the ideological condition of the Party members 
themselves, who are fearful of arrest. 



Bart advised that there was planned a mass 
meeting on defense to be held in New York City on 
June 7 j 1962* This was to be followed by a three-day 
CP defense conference. Bart advised that a number of the 
persons present pointed out that this defense conference 
must be organized within the next three weeks and that the 
time was too short. 

It was agreed, therefore, that the mass meeting 
will be held on June 7* 1962, but that the defense conference 
will be held in New York City on June 22, 23 and 24, 1962. 
The first day of this conference will deal with Negro 
problems.. The other two days will be used to discuss 
Party defense problems* It was agreed that this three-day 
conference will be attended by between one hundred and 
one hundred twenty-five delegates. About forty delegates 
will be members of the CP National Committee, twenty- five 
will be youth, and sixty will be CP cadre people from the 
various districts. 
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According to the source, this meeting will 
actually be an enlarged National Committee meeting and 
will substitute for a CP, USA national convention. 

Gus Hall then spoke and proposed that Robert 
Thompson be given the position of Executive Secretary 
of the CP, USA, He did not explain the duties of this 
office* The proposal was accepted by those present. 
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CITIZENS COMMITTEE FOR CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES 

A source advised on g^ine li, 1961, that a meeting of 
the National Executive Committee (NEC), Communist Party, 
United States of America (CPUSA), was held on June 10, 1961, 
at CP Headquarters, 23 West 26th Street, New York, New York. 
According to the source, the main topic of discussion at 
this meeting was the CP's plans in regard to combating the 
June 5, 1961 decision of the United States Supreme Court, 
requiring the CP to register with the Attorney General of 
the United States, as a Communist action organization, pursuant 
to the provisions of the Subversive Activities Control Act 
of 1950, and the court's decision of the same date, upholding 
the April 21, 1955 conviction of JUNIUS SCALES under the 
Smith Act provision, covering membership in the CP. 

This source further advised that during this 
discussion, a special CP defense committee was formed and it 
was decided that this committee would have an office, which 
would be managed by MIRIAM PRIEDLANDER, who, according to the 
source, is a member of the CPUSA National Committee. 

Another source advised on June 14, 1961, that, at 
a meeting of the CPUSA National Board and invited guests held 
on that date at CP Headquarters, NYC, it was announced that the 
CP defense committee would have an office at 22 East 17th 
Street, New York, New York, under the name of the Citizens 
Committee For Constitutional Liberties (CCFCL). 

A third source advised->on July 20, 1961, that at a 
meeting of the CP defense committee held on that date at CP 
Headquarters, New York City, the purpose and scope of the 
CCFCL was discussed. 

It was stated that this committee has been set up to 
serve as a national coordinator and service center for every 
effort being made by whatever source to repeal the McCarran 
and Smith Acts. In addition, i1? has been set up to reverse 
the Supreme Court's decision of June 5, 19ol, to secure an 
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CITIZENS COMMITTEE FOR CONSTITUTIONAL LIBERTIES ( Cont'd)

Youth Matters and Announcements of 'Coming Events, 

In addition to the members of the DEC, three members of 
the Youth Club, CPEPD, were present at this meeting. In addition, 
PHIL BAET, National' CP leader, attended the affair' as a representa- 
tive of the National Office. ■ t

„ . PHIL BART stated that America's inability to solve pro©-. . 
lems is well known. He stated that 77 million people in the United 
States have poor -living conditions. He also said that 33 million" 
people have incomes under $40 per week. He stated that many people 
are reaching the conclusion that something is wrong with the system 
in the United States, 

BART said that while the youth in America as a group are 
not ready to accept the Comjaunist system, they realise that there is 
something wrong with- the capitalistic -system.

In discussing the problems facing the New Epoeh, he em-? 
phagized that mass recruiting of youth is one of ,the goals of the 
Party, He said "we in the National Office feel we can recruit 
1,000 youths in the next six months and we a^e going to do it." 
BART continued that "we are proposing youth clues, separate from 
the adults and serviced by youths *" : He continued that in some 
districts there Will he yeuth sections and. possibly, even youth 
regions, depending upon the numerical strength in each district* 

BART continued that to implement this program, there 
will be a youth division headed by an individual who will be placed 
in, and part of, the national leadership. BART said that the major 
concentration of the Party at this time must be youth. In defining 
youth, he stated .that this group will inelude : people from teenagers 
to the early' 4Q»s. 

He stated that tho youth program is necessary since most 
of the people in "our Party" are past ?0 years of age* 

FRANCES GABOW, Organization Secretary, GPEPD, stated that 
she agreed with the. general objectives set forth by BART; however, 
stated that if 30 additional youths are recruited in the next six 
months in Philadelphia, the Youth Club would amount to fifty percent 
of the GPEPD membership* • ' 

One of the Youth Club members reported that the Youth 
Club, CPEPD, now has 35 m«m%ers.' 

TOM NABRIED agreed with the general idea set forth by BART; 
however, expressed opposition to mass recruiting because of the 
possibility of ."agents" coming into the Party. 

NABRIED felt that the biggest problem in the Party is the 
ideological one. 

GABOW stated that CPEPD work is being left on her shoulders 
since NABRIED is working part time at the present, time. Source
